Something About Train No. 5. 

Train No. 5 of the Atchison,. Topeka and 
Santa Fé railway is what is known as the 
Colorado and Utah Limited.“ It leaves the 
Polk Street Station in “Chicago daily at 5 p. 
m., and is due to arrive in Kansas City at 9 
o’clock the next morning. 

The make-up of No. 5 is much of the regu- 
lation pattern. Put into railroad language, 
it is thus. described: ‘No. 5—Daily, Pull- 
man vestibuled sleepers Chicago to Colorado 
Springs and Denver; Denver to Ogden, via 
‘Colorado Springs. Free vestibuled chair 
cars Chicago to Colorado Springs and Den- 
ver, and Denver to Ogden, via Colorado 
Springs. Dining-cars Chicago to Kansas 
City.” It also carries express and baggage 
cars. 

The Santa Fé railway, as the map shows, 
runs almost due southwest between Chicago 
and Kansas City, and crosses the Mississippi 
River at Fort Madison. Train No. 5 reaches 
this point half an hour after midnight, and 
continues its journey after but a brief stop. 
The little corner of lowa just above where the 
Des Moines and Mississippi Rivers come to- 
gether is quickly left behind, and the former 
stream is crossed between the stations of Ar- 
gyle and Dumas. 

In the Train-Robbers’ State. 

Entering the State of Missouri, 250 miles 
distant from,Chicago, the road runs for some 
miles through a rough country, the many 
small streams which have their head waters in 
Southeastern Iowa breaking it up into hills 
and valleys, some sections being densely 
. wooded, 

The brakes of the Mississippi River are 
only afew miles to the east. This section 
during the civil war was overrun with bush- 
whackers, who frequently carried terror into 
the little towns in Van Buren, Davis, and 
Appanoose Counties in Iowa by their fre- 
quent raids across the border. 

Plenty of Hiding Places Near. 

It is a fitting place for bandits to do their 
work, as hiding-places are easy of access. The 
inhabitants of this section, however, area 
sturdy, honest, agricultural class, who have 
no sympathy with crime or criminals, unlike 
a great many people in Clay. Jackson, Platte, 
and other counties around Kansas City, whose 
silent support a dozen years ago went far 
toward perpetuating the wicked career of the 
James gang. 


ATTEMPT AT ROBBERY THAT FAILED. 


Youthfal Bandits Killed by Detectives 
Near St. Joseph, Mo. 

The usual proceedings in the train robbing 
business were varied in a marked degree near 
St. Joseph, Mo., the night of Sept. 24, 18998. 
At that time and place a band of imitators of 
the James, Younger, and Dalton gangs met 
with a reception that resulted in the instant 
death of two of the gang and the ultimate 
capture of the third. The attempted robbery 
was made on the Kansas City, St. Jo and 
Council Bluffs road, a branch of the Burling- 
ton. 

A few days before this episode occurred . 
tective N. A. Hurst brought word to W. C. 
Brown, the General Manager of the road, 
that a trio of bad young men from the wilds 
of Oklahoma were laying plans to hold up 
the fast @xpress train a few miles from St. 
Joseph, Mr. Brown called in Supt. Hohl, 
and after discussing the matter with the de- 
tective for a while it was decided to let the 
robbers go ahead with their plans and to ar- 
rest them when they made the attempt. Ac- 
cordingly Detective Hurst, with Charles 
Fredericks and William Garver as decoys, 
took up with the bad men from the Okla- 
homa wilds. Matters moved along favorably, 
and it was finally determined to rob the train 
on the night of Sept. 24. 

Made Up a Dummy Train. 

Meantime Mr. Brown had taken into his 
confidence Sheriff Carson and Chief of Police 
Broder of St. Joseph. A dummy train was 
made up to represent the fast express. Four- 
teen special officers were taken on board by 
way of passengers. The train moved out of 
St. Joseph bn the scheduled time of the ex- 
press without attracting the notice even of 
the employés at the depot. At a ravine a 
dozen or so miles out of St. Joseph the rob- 
bers held up the train. It was a bright moon- 
light night and from the darkened cars the 
officers could plainly see the robbers. The 
leader jumped aboard and demanded admis- 
sion to the express car. As he did this 
Mr. Brown gave the signal, the door was 
throwa open, and the leader was covered with 
Winchesters and revolvers. Quick asa flash 
he leaped to the ground and as he did so 
opened fire. With this the detective and his 
two decoys lay flat on the ground. The 
officers on the train opened fire in response 
to that of the leader and a bush battle, in 
which over 100 shots were exchanged, fol- 
lowed. 
The leader of the robbers, Frederick 
Kohler, and Hugo Gleitz were killed. The 
third robber escaped in the darkness, but 
was captured next day. None of the officers 
was injured, 


DEPREDATIONS BY THE DALTONS, 


Hew the Notorious Outlaw Band Made Its 
Name a Terror. 

Following in the footeteps of the desperate 
gangs of train robbers, bank robbers, and out- 
laws in general, led by the Younger brothers 
and Jesse James, came that led by the Dalton 
boys.

Bob and Frank Dalton launched in their 
career in crime some time during the year 
1887 as cattle thieves. A year or so later 
Emmett followed their example. It is eaid 
since that time the total amount of their 
stealings is not far from $400,000. | Their 
crimes were committed largely in Indian Ter- 
ritory, Kansas, Missouri, and California. At 
different times rewards for these bold bandits, 
dead or alive, amounting to nearly $100,000 
have been offered. When Bob and Frank had 
followed the cattle stealing profession for two 
or three years the authorities in Indign Ter- 
ritory and Kansas pressed them 80 hard 
they were forced to flee that part of 
the country. It was about this time 
Emmett joined them. Upon lIcaving their 
native State the three brothers went to Cali. 
fornia. They had not been there long before 
several train and stage robberies occurred, 
and the indications were the three Dalton 
boys were the guilty parties. 

The Southern Piucific Job, 

A train on the Southern Pacific railway was 
robbed of $10,000 or $15,000 near Alila, 
Cal., Jan. 6. 1891, and evidence enough was 
secured against the Dalton boys to convict 
them. Emmett was arrested and his brothers 
fied the State. A few weeks after his arrest 
Emmett broke jail and later joined his 
brothers in Indian Territory. They remained 
in hiding for a few months. During the sum- 
mer of 1881, however, several trains in Kan- 
sas. Missouri, and Indian Territory were held 
up and robbed, and it at length became evi- 
dent the Daltons were at their old 
tricks. Meantime they had been joined 
by half a dozen or more desperate 
border ruffians. Among their followers were 
Joe Evars, Jack Moore (known as Three-Fin- 
gered Jack), Ed Newcomb, a half. breed 
Apache Indian, and Hank Starr. 

This gang soon became the terror of that 
whole region of country. In the fall of that 
year the gang robbed a Santa Fé express 
train near Wharton, I. T., of a large sum of 
money and murdered the telegraph operator 
at Wharton to prevent his sending the news of 
their crime. The foilowing summer at 
Adair, I. T., they robbed a Missouri Pacific 
express train of .$50.000, killed ‘he con- 
ductor and an express messenger, and es- 
caped into No Man’s Land. July 27, 
1892, the gang rode into EI 
Reno in broad daylight. robbed 
the bank of that place of 510,000, and 
escaped. The following September the gang 
robbed a bank at Deming, N. M., of between 
$15,000 and $20,000. 

Shoat Dewn at Coffeyville. 

What might be called the grand finale of 
this band of bold outlaws took place at Cof.- 
teyville, Kas., Oct. 5, 1892, They had 
planned to rob the First National Bank ‘and 
the Congdon National Bank of that town. 
Resistance was offered. and four of the out- 
laws and four citizens were killed. Bob and 
Emmett ur Grat Dalton, Joe Evans, and 
Jack Moore were among the outlaws killed. 
City Marshal C. T. Connolly, Bank Clerk L. 
M. Baldwin, C. J. Baldwin, and George Ca- 
bine, merchants, were also killed, Half a 
dozen or more other citizens were wounded. 
Allie Ogee, a recent addition to the 
gang, was the only one who escaped. 
There has been much dispute sipce then 
regarding the killing of the Daltons. It has 
been frequently claimed that Bob Dalton was 
not killed, that the man supposed to have 
been him was some other outlaw, and at fre- 
quent intervals reports have been received 
from remote frontier towns that he has been 
seen and also killed. Frequent reports have 
also been received that banks ‘have been 
robbed by the Dalton boys. While it is 
probable that a remnant of the gang still ex- 
ists, it is evident the fatal Coffeyville episode 
was the beginning of the end of this desperate 
band of outlaws.

State convention, which 
meets here tomorrow noon, will nominate 
candidates for Governor, Lieutenant-Govern- 
or, and Judge of the Court of Appeals, As 
this is what is styled a Republican year 
aspirants are numerous and the convention 
will have no lack of first-class material. 
There are seven in the Gubernatorial race, 
sixteen in the scramble for the Licutenant- 
Governorship, and five seeking the honors of 
the Appellate Court. As each of the above 
twenty-eight are backed by faithful adher- 
ents and political promoters, be. 
sides the regular delegates, some idea 
may be obtained of the army of 
politicians massed here. Every Republican 
politician of any note in the State isin town. 
It will be the largest Republiean convention 
ever held in the Empire State, For the Gov.

E. N. Pugh called the convention to order 
shortly after noon, and delivered a strong and 
conservative speech on the necessity of 
Louisiana sugar men leaving the Democratic 
party. Free trade populism are 
rampant and held high carnival in the ranks 
of the Democratic party, and pledges made to 
Louisiana are ruthiessly thrust aside, said

It got 
there on time. but the real Populists were 
there first and held the fort. Chris 
O’Brien, the Chairman of the Populist County 
committee, was Sergeant-at-Arms, and when 
he once had his delegates safely in the hall 
he dragged all the available tables in front of 
the locked doors, piled what lumber there 
was handy on top, and defied the invaders, 

He had hardly intrenched himself and his 
followers when the push came in force. 
There were not more than twenty 
in the gang, but these were 
all able-bodied and they made so much noise 
the delegates inside trembled, while Chair- 
man Jackson, who had just started to call the 
convention to order, dropped his gavel and 
started for the door to assist the redoubtabie 
O’Brien. At the same time word was sent to 
the headquartees of the County committee, 
just around the corner at No. 121 Fifth ave- 
nue, that the hail was being besieged and the 
entire committee, which was in session, came 
over on the run to lend what physical aid the 
members could. At their appearance the 
O’Brien crowd withdrew and convention 
got down to business. 

That was quickly done, every one pn 
nervous through fear of further attack an 
anxious to get through before it could come. 
A. W. Lantz was Chairman, and after resolu- 
tions indorsing the Ublich Hall platform had 
been read, Walter Carmody, Patrick Lough- 
lin, and 8.

The 
culprits were arraigned in groups of a dozen 
or more, and without any legal spar- 
ring were fined $10 and costs, 
the fine to de suspended on a 
promise of good behavior, As each group 
was disposed of the Justice lectured the 
prisoners on the enormity of their crime and 
what he would do if they should be brought 
before him again. Special Agents Mullaney 
and Flynn were on hand to tell the court of 
the troubles the railroads had with this class 
of law-breakers and the difficulty in appre- 
hending them. When the cases were disposed 
of these officers declared they were we.| satis- 
fied with the results of the raids and thought 
it would have a good effect for sume time. 

There are several objections to “ flipping.” 
One is it tends to make rowdies and thieves 
aut of young men and boys, but by far the 
greatest objection is it is extremely prolific of 
damage suits against railway and life and 
accident insurance companies, These suits 
are being brought continually and it 
seems to make no difference to the complain- 
ants that cases of the same character have 
been carried to the Supreme Court and al- 
ways decided against tne flipper.“ They 
are willing to try it and trust to iuck and the 


cunning of their lawyers for a decision in 


their favor, 
Legal Scavenger Work, 


In a great city like Chicago there are many 
unscrupulous lawyers who do tne legal 
scavenger work. They will take cases no 
respectable lawyer will touch. Lawyers of 
their class watch the newspapers for reports 
of accidents and examine the police reports. 
Within a few hours after a casualty happens 
representatives of different firms are on the 
ground trying to induce the victims to insti- 
tute proceedings for damages on the share 
and share alike plan. These fellows cause the 
railroad and insurance companies more trou- 
ble than anything else they have to contend 
aguinst. 

Thomas S. Quincey, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Mutual Accident Association of 
the Northwest, is one who has long been in 
favor of waging a vigorous wariare against 
this particuiar nuisance. He said yesterduy: 

Lou ask me whether railroad or insur- 
ance compauies are liable for damages in the 
cases of * flippers’ who get hurt. I say em- 
phatically no. If railroad companies were 
made liable in such cases it would bankrupt 
them in a short time. Neither do the acci- 
dent insurance companies assume any re- 
sponsibility in such cases. But it dpes no 
god for us to tell these people that for they 
don’t believe it. Wehavea case now where 
a man ‘ flipped a freight train, fell, and was 
killed. Hebad an accident policy with us 
and bis heirs demand the amount of it. He 
was clearly out of our protection, but we will 
have to fight the case and have it decided- by 
the court before they will understand that. 
The number of people who are kilied and in- 
jured every year through their foolhardiness 
in jumping on and off moving trains is simply 
appalling. In nearly every case damage suit 
follows. 

Hundreds Are Crippied. 

„read the article in Taz Trrsuve on ‘flip- 
pers with much pleasure. The practice can- 
not be too much condemned, It makes crip- 
ples of hundreds of ple in the City of Chi- 
cago every year, and fiils the courts with dain- 
age suits which cannot be successful, al- 
though they cause the railroad and insurance 
com panies any amount of annqyance.) 

Thomas R. Lynas, manager of the tua 
Life Insurance company, was emphatic in 
his denunciation of the practice of flipping.“ 
He said: 

In my opinion ‘flippers’ cannot recover 
damages for injuries either from the railroad 
company or from an accident insurance com- 
pany. They are clearly trespassers and vio- 
lators of the law, and as such lose all rights to 
any claim for damages. Notwithstanding 
this fact claims are being continually prose- 
cuted for such injuries. We have the most 
absurd claims presented to us, and when we 
refuse to pay them they are prosecuted, The 
practice of ‘flipping’ in Chicago is growing, 
and drastic measures should be taken to stup 


W. G. Challis, manager of the claim de- 
partment of the Fideiity and Casualty com- 
pany; said: 

„ Our policies all have clauses protecting 
us from this class of people. Even if they 
did not 1 do not think they would have 
any right todamages. People who trespass 
on raiiway property and who ‘flip’ trains 
in violation of the State and municipal laws 
have no right todamages whatever. Such 
cases are often prosecuted by shyster lawyers, 
however, and it is extremely annoying.“ 

J. T. McAuley, general agent of the Stand- 
ard Life and Accident Insurance company, 
said: ; 

„We have many such claims. People who 
‘flip’ trains and are injured think some- 
body ought to compensate them. We have a 
case now where a tramp riding on a’ freight 
train was killed. He was insured with us and 
now his heirs are suing for the amount of the 
policy. These cases have been carried to 
the Supreme Court repeatedly and decided in 
our favor, but it does not seem to make any 
difference.“

OLATMS OF AMERICAN LABOR UNION. 


Said to Have 90,000 : ficials 
Cannot Be Candidates for Foliticai Office. 
So far as com of purpose 

and clearness of statement can qualify an in- 

fant organization to be as the ex - 
ponent of the ultimate design of organized 
labor the newly-incorporated American Labor 

Union, which was chartered under the laws of 

Illinois Wednesday last, eeems to be able to 

give points to all competitorsi According to 

its Vice-President, Treasurer, and Secretary, 
who were seen by a reporter for Tun Trisuys 
at the headquarters of the union at Corcoran’s 

Hall, Forty-seventh street and Princeton ave- 

nue, a few days ago, the scope of its opera- 

tions will be nothmg smailer than the 

American Continent, while it aims to 

include in its membership every class 

of wage-earner, without limitation of num- 
bers, and without discrimination in respect of 
sex, race, color, religion, or politics, There 

is, however, one restriction as to politics, A 

member may be of any political party, but, if 

he be an officer of the union, he must not ve 

a candidate for any political office. This rule 

is constitutional. While prolessing the best 


of good will to every association organized 


for the good of labor, and promising support 
toany such society engaged in a struggle 
with capital, the promoters of the union de- 
clare plainly that they think so-called labor 
leaders are too numerous, and that the 
aspirations of many of them have been 
merely to become politicians. To obviate 
this risk in the future of the American 
Labor Union the view is set forth that the 
organizers believe in the principle of every 
member being a leader and every member 
participating in the betterment of the wage- 
workers,” The rule compeiling an officer of 
the union to resign on becoming a idate 
for political office has been already enforced 
in the case of che first President of the union, 
W. C. Walsh, who, having accepted a People's 
party nomination, has retired from the 
Presidency and been succeeded by Col. H. F. 


Hamilton. 

P. A. Hogan, the Secretary of the union, 
claims that since its first’ organization in 
July, when it started with a nucieus of about 
1,600 members in the Stock-Yards, the 
membership has increased to 20,000, scat- 
tered over twelve States and'forming tweaty- 
eight local unions. Its chief strength 
in Chicago is stili in the Stock-Yards district, 
although it has organizers at work in other 
districts, A special effort was made Wednes- 
day night to interest the cold element in 
union by Col. Hamilton, who’ addressed a 
large meeting in the biack belt in advocacy 
of its claims to their support, 

It was during the crisis of the strike period 
that the American Laber Union, composed 
entirely of energetic sympathizers with the A. 
R. U., was founded. Its inaugural meeting 
was held at Fitzpatrick’s Hall, Center avenue 
and Forty-seventh street, July 17, William 
Upton presiding. There the general 
scheme of the union was adopted 
and the first local union established, 
Organization is now proceeding in Aiabama, 
California, Colorado, Florida, Indiana, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North 
Dakota, Ohio, and Peansyivania, In most of 
these States there is but one organizer, but in 
Michigan there are two and in Indiana iour. 

Though disciaiming intentional antagonism 
to existing labor societies, the officers of the 
union appear to be painfully conscious 
that its establishment is necessarily 
a challenge to certain organizations which 
aspire to the dignity of a universal brother- 
hood of labor. To prevent jealous animad- 
versions from being cast upon them they ac- 
cordingly expiain to all iugfirers that their 
object is, primarily, to gather into their fold 
all wage earners at present unconnected with 
any organization, and, secondly, to codperate 
heartily with all labor unions which work 
consistently on the same lines with it. In all 
future disputes between labor and capital the 
union proposes to pursue a policy marked by 
determination and vigor, with defense by at- 
tack for its main feature. Its motto is The 
cause of one is the cause of all.“ 
It promises to protect its members to its full 
strength “ sacrificing every member to meet 
combined capital with combined labor under 
one grand brotherhvod.”’ 
several of the leaders that the union owes its 
origin to the failure of the established labor 
unions—especialy of the Knights of Labor 
to bring about the universal strike last July, 
which some of the maguates promised, and 
which the zealots in the cause to this move- 
ment believe, would have resulted in a vie- 
tory for organized labor. 

Benevolent features, such as an insurance 
department and employment bureaus in all 
considerable towns, are contemplated as ad- 
ditions to the plan already developed. But 
these must wait until the organization has 
progressed far beyond its present stage. 


TO LIBERATE kKEDBIRDS IN INDIANA, 


Ten Thousand to Be Set Free in Order to 
Prevent Extermination, 

Ten thousand redbirds are to be set free 
from their cages by order of Indiana’s Game 
Warden. This bit of good news for birds and 
bird lovers comes from Winemac, Ind., which 
is famous as the town-set down by the Pink 
Mink marsh, whose shifting sands once swal- 
lowed up one after another two score of oxen 
and their farmer driver, It was a reptile res- 
ident of the same swamp that disposed of a 
bottle of rye whisky that temptatioa might 
be removed from the path of two hunters. 
Quicksands and snakes occupy fields of fic- 
tion in which it is legitimate to draw a long 
bow, but no Pink Mink story-teller would 
have the heart to hold out falsely the hope 
of freedom to the thousands of wild cardinal 
birds now beating their breasts against the 
bars of Hoosier cages. The true inwardness 
of the order of Indiana’s Game Warden is a 
desire to prevent the redbird from becoming 
extinct in Indiana. Ohio has recently passed 
a law preventing the capture of these birds, 
Their introduction from other States ina 
captive condition has been forbidden also, 
and with Indiana now in line and Illinois soon 
likely to join the procession the extermina- 
tion of the species may be prevented. 

The Illinois law for the protection of song- 
birds is of no service because the penalty is 
for killmg only. A boy may have fifty 
slaughtered robins in his possession and be 
safe from punishment, unless he was seen in 
the act of killing them. The leaving out of 
the possession ” clause practically nullifies 
the law. A new law covermg game and song 
birds will be drawn up and presented to the 
Legislature of Illinois at the next session. It 
will go no fuither than it was intended to go 
by the men who framed the present law but 
who erred in wording the act. 

The red bird, as it is usually called, is really 
the cardinal grosbeuk, It is one of the most 
beautiful of American songsters in plumage 
and voice. Its notes have won it the name 
in some sections of the Virginia nightingale. 
It deserves the title. The grosbeak is 
a seed eater, its beak, as the name implies 
being thick and heavy, so formed to enable it 
to break the thick pods of plants that it may 
getat itsfood. The bird will not breed in 
confinement, and every one that is caged, as 
far as the propagation oß the species is con- 
cerned, might as weil be killed. Indiana’s 
Game Warden wants those in that State that 
are barredin let out that they may begin 
home building and the raising of young. 
Seed eating birds cannot be raised if taken 
from the nest. They must be caught when at 
least one year old. This is the reason the 
birds may be let loose without incurring the 
danger of starvation. They know how to take 
care of themselves. 

While the Illinois law says song birds must 
not be killed it is silent on the subject of 
snaring and trapping. This defect is to be 
remedied, but it is a question if anything can 
be done in the direction of giving freedom to 
the thousands of native 80 birds now in 
captivity in this State. The birds that are fa- 
vorites as pets are these that have color and 
song. The indigo bird and the painted bunt- 
ing or nonpareil are in cages by the thou- 
sands. Chicago dealers say they are caught in 
the South and shipped here. indigo bird 
is common in Illinois in a wild state, but no 
trapping is done here, say the dealers. The 
painted buntmg 13 not an Illinois bird, its 
migration stopping at the southern limit of 
Kentucky, Male birds only are caged, but 
this fact does not prevent the extinction uf 
species, because birds in a wild state are 
monogamous.

INFORMATION IN QUO WARRANTO, 


Petition Against the Millington. White 
Sand Company Filed. 

A petition for leave to present, information 
in quo warranto was filed yesterday by the 
Attorney-General against the Millington White 
Sand company. Permission to file the docu- 
ment was granted by Judge Gibbons, Attor- 
ney J. J. Knickerbocker and Col. John S. 
Cooper were present representing the defend- 
ants. Col, Cooper opposed the filing of the 
information at this time. He said the present 
proceedings were the outgrowth of a fight be- 
tween the parties interested in the com- 
pany, and which culminated in a suit 
filed in the chancery side of 
the Circuit Court. Mr. Moloney 
denied this and said he was attacking a trust. 
The attorneys asked the court for ten days 
time in which to present their objections to 
the filing of the information. Mr. Moloney 
did not make any objection and the order was 
entered. The petition filed by the Attorney- 
General sets forth that the Millington White 
Sand company was incorporated to quarry, 
mine, ship, and sell white sand and to manu- 
facture and sell glass in all forms. 
The petition further eays the Fox River Sand 
company, the Sheridan White Sand company, 
the Arntzen Sand works, the Toledo Glass 
Sand company, and the Cleveland Sand com- 
peeg are organized for similar purposes. On 

an. 9. 1893, the petition recites, representa- 
companies met in Chi- 
cago with representatives from the 
Garden City Sand company and 
the American Silica Sand company to de- 
vise a way to control the output and price of 
white sand, and * visited the five sand 
plants in the Fox ver valley to ascer- 
tain their value and capacity. Thereupon 
the companies decided competition in the 
white sand business could be destroyed and 
prices raised by the organization of a new 
company. Pursuant to this decision, the 
Attorney-General says, the Westérn White 
Sand company was formed. He charges the 
avowed intention of mining and marketing 
white sand was false, and the real purpose 
was to buy up ell the sand plants.in the Fox 
River Valley and Ohio 
ket, thereby creating a monopoly. The 
company, it is averred, issued 6,000 
pretended shares of stock to representa- 
tives of the different sand plants 
in the combine. The petition recites that 
upon the records of the organisation is an 
entry saying in view of overproduction in the 
glass sand industry the various companies de- 
cided to devise a means to avoid ruinous re- 
sults and it was determined to organize a new 
company with a capital stock large enough 
to purchase the seven plants and run only 
enough to supply demands of the 
market. In accordance with this agree- 
ment the Toledo Glass Sand company 
conveyed its plant of sixty acrea, the Cleve- 
land Sand company fifty-six acres, Fox River 
Sand and Gravel company, Arntzen works, 
ten acres, Sheridan company fou acres. 
The Millington company; it is said, has never 
deeded over its plant, although the courts 
were invoked to compel it todoso, The pe- 
tition sete forth that only two of the sand 
plants are in operation. 


UNION WORKMEN ARE LAID OFF. 


Marquette Building Strike Has Not Yet 
Succeeded=Other Work Stopped. 

The strike on the Marquette Building has 
not been a success from a workingman’s 
standpoint. The 800 have succeeded in keep- 
ing the ten non-union wiremen employed by 
the Edison company from working, but they 
have also thrown ten times as many union 
men out of employment. Among the men 
who wore not allowed to go back to work 
when the strike was declared off were seventy- 
five carpenters and a number of labor- 
ers whose work depended on the wireworkers.

UPHOLD THE COMPACT 


LOW tNTEREST RATES TO OOUNTRY 
OUSTOMERS ARE FAVORED. 


Seventeen Banks Agree to Stand by the 


Reduction to I Per Cent=Biscuit Com- 
panies Not So Harmonious After 41 
Contract for Lake Street Elevated Ex- 
tension Awarded to the Phenix Iron 
Company Local Stocks Hold Their 
Own. 

Of the twenty-two banks which entered the 
original agreement regarding the reduction 
of interest on deposits of country correspond- 
ents seventeen have expressed their opposi- 
tion to any advance and have agreed to stand 
together in an effort eo keep down such inter- 
est rates. Under the old compact all went 
well until a few weeks ago, when the Union 
National furnished a surprise in the form of 
a letter announcing the withdrawal of that 
bank from the agreement, giving as a reason 
the alleged violation of the agreement by 
other banks, which were paying higher rates 
to secure especially desirable deposits, This 
was followed a few days later by a communi- 
cation from the National Bank of the Repub- 
lic announcing the withdrawal of that institu- 
tion for practically the same reason. This 
action, together with a strong suspicion that 
the practice extended beyond the lines openly 
indicated after the withdrawal of the two 
banks named, brought the others to a confer- 
ence on what is considered a vitally impor- 
point to Chicago banks with 
country customers. A meeting of the banks 
at the clearing house was called for yesterday 
afternoon. All the banks interested were repre- 
sented, with the exception of the Union National, 
the National Bank of the Republic, and one or 
two minor banks. 

The meeting lasted a full hour and was marked 
by rather warm discussion of various points and 
by what in some cases amounted almost to charges 
and counter charges. Finally Chairman Lacey 
made personal and individual inquiry of the rep- 
resentatives present as to thelr motives regard- 
ing the reduction of the interest rate from 2 per 
cent to 1% percent. Ofthe eighteen bank rep- 
resentatives present but one asked to be relieved

LABOR UNIONS AND MILITIA. 

The Trade and Labor Assembly pf this 
city has taken dangerous ground in 
its resolutions relative to “the striking 
members of the State militia.” It 
says the militia has been diverted from 
its original purpose as guardian of the 
peace of the Commonwealth and been used to 
do police duty for private corporations, 
and it urges upon the members of the militia 
to lay down their arms never to take them 
up again until the militia shall be called upon 
to guard the sovereignty of the Stute, and not 
further the interests of private corporations. 
The members of the assembly need tp be 
reminded that the troops were called on to 
preserve the peace and prevent the destruc. 
tion of property without asking whether that 
property belonged to corporations or to indi- 
vidual citizens, The soldiers were called in 
to guard the interests of the city and State, 
which were jeopardized by the rioters, to en- 
force the laws of the country. which are sup- 
posed to guarantee to the public the right to 
travel in peace and security and to have mer- 
chandise transported from one place to an- 
other by common carriers who are duly au- 
thorized to perform the service, Undera re- 
publican form of government the first duty 
of the State is to see to it that its citizens en- 
joy the rights which are guaranteed to them 
by the Constitution. Among these are the 
peeceable prosecution of any lawful busi- 
ness they may see fit to engage in and the 
peaceable possession of any and all property 
which they lawfully own. The sover- 
eigniy of the State is not, worth much and 
not worth preserving if it does not secure 
to the citizen the enjoyment of these rights. 

By passing the resolutions quoted from the 
Trade and Labor Assembly has laid itself 
open to the imputation that the great major- 
ity of its members sympathized with the riot- 
ers who exerted themselves to destroy the 
property of the railroad companies, did de- 
stroy the property of many innocent persons 
who have no other interest in the railroad 
than in having it perform a stated service for 
them as a common cartier, and hindered the 
travel of numerous persons from one place to 
another. It has been claimed for working- 
men in general that they do not sympathize 
with the thuge who committed these lawless 
acts, and the great public has been willing to 
believe this, even though it may have thought 
that some of the strikers were guilty of the 
outrages reported. But the assembly practi- 
cally takes the ground that the property of 
private citizens is not entitled to preservation 
from destruction by a mob when that prop- 
erty happens to, be held in common with 
other citizens who have associated themselves 
together for the carrying out of business en- 
terprises too large to be conducted by a singie 
individual. It should: make haste to enter on 
another definition of its position which will 
not leave its resolve open to such a construc- 
tion. It hardly can afford to take the ground 
that a man forfeits all right to peaceable pos- 
session and operation of his property when he 
puts it into a business partnership, and it 
ought not to indulge in such wrongheaded 
utterances as that couched iu the declaration 
it makes to the effect that the State militia 
frequently is called upon to defeat the just 
demands of striking members of trades unions. 
It knows well that the militia never will en- 
terfere with the. workingman who strikes 
peaceably, and that the workingman has no 
right to strike in any such way as to justify 
the calling out of the militia for the purpose 
of preserving the peace and preventing the 
destruction of property by striking rioters. 


A GREAT JAPANESE VICTORY. 

The details of the battle between the Jap- 
anese and Chinese at Ping Lang Thursday 
last show that the former gained a decisive 
and brilliant victory with astonishingly small 
loss to themselves, while they inflicted heavy 
losses upon their opponents, The battle 
seems to have lasted four days. Thursday 
and Friday were occupied with skirmishes 
and reconnaissances to ascertain the nature of 
the Chinese position, and the battle proper 
began Saturday. During the day the Chinese 
defenses suffered greatly and the Japanese 
managed to advance their forces*in good 
shape, At3o’clock Sunday morning an at- 
tack in force was mude upon the rear of the 
Chinese, which was found to be weak. The 
latter were taken by surprise and thrown into 
a panic, which soon became a rout. Another 
force of Japanese attacked in front and the 
Chinese army of 20,000 was literally cut to 
pieces. 16,000 of them having been killed, 
wounded, and taken prisoners. Besides this 
loss the Japanese captured immense stores of 
provisions, munitions of war, and stands of 
colors. The extent of the panic into which 
the Chinese must have been thrown is indi- 
cated by the fact that the Japanese lost only 
30 killed and 270 wounded. 

It is intimated that this defeat will necessi- 
tate the sending of another army into Corea 
by the Chinese, and meanwhile the Japanese 
are pouring their troops in and the Coreans 
themselves are siding with them. The rapid- 
ity with which the Japanese Government is 
forwarding troops and the determination with 
which it follows up one at 
are explained by Dr. J. A. t of New Lors, 
who has been for a long cide ig charge of a 
mission at Tien Tain, China. Dr. Scott says:

There is another element which may enter 
into the chances. If the Japanese can crowd 
their troops in fast enough to prevent the 
Chinese from obtaining any advantage for 
some weeks to come it is within the bounds 
of probability that some of the interested 
powers may intervene and compel the Chinese 
to make terms, or to grant the autonomy of 
Corea, which both sides claim is the issue in- 
volved in the war. But however this may 
eventuate, it must be conceded that thus far 
the little Japanese nation of 30 millions has 
proved itself more than a match for its big 
neighbor of 300 millions and that were China 
no bigger than Japan she would have gone 
down in the first round. 


FOR DEEPER WATERWAYS. 

A convention the object of which is to favor 
the movement for improving the waterways 
in the lake route to the Atlantic seaboard is 
in session this week in Toronto, Delegates 
are in attendance from Chicago and numer- 
ous other points on the United States side of 
the lakes, while all the commercial centers of 
Canada are represented there. The specific 
action to be taken is not determined on. It 
is known thatsome of the delegates are in 
favor of construeting a canal from Geor- 
gian Bay through Lake Simcoe to Lake On- 
tario, which would eliminate Lakes Huron 
and Erie from the route connecting the St. 
Lawrence with Lakes Michigan and Superior. 


This may not be favored by the majority of 


delegates, but there is no doubt that all can 


unite on the proposition to deepen the shal-: 


lower portions of the channels now in use by 
vessels, so that there will be a clear depth of 
twenty feet ull the way from the upper lakes 
to the seabvard. It is understood the Chi- 
cago delegates would vote for such a proposi- 
tion, though one of them is quoted as saying 
he believes that boats drawing fourteen feet 
of water will go from Chicago to New Or- 
leans by way of the Mississippi years before 
it will be possible for thom to steam down the 
great lakes and the St. Lawrence to salt 
water. 

It 18 well known that the continued increase 
in size and draft of lake-gomg vessels has 
rendered it difficult to navigate channels that 
were deep enough up toa few years ago, and 
that a further increase in dimensions would 
be stimulated by a further deepening. This 
would tend to an additional cheapening of the 
cost of lake transportation, to the great bene- 
fit of producers in the interior of the conti- 
nent. The average ton of freight can be car- 
ried much more cheaply in a largo vessel than 
a small one if a {ree passage be open to both, 
and the limit of useful size for lake vessels is 
far from being reached yet, except as it may 
be limited by the comparative shallowness of 
the water in the canals and harbors they have 
to nuvigate. 

The necessity for a deepening of these pas- 
sages became painfully apparent two years 
ago. The waterin thelakes then was very 
low. At Chicago it was less than the low 
water mark of 1847, for the first time since 
the establishment of the city datum as the 
lake level for February and March of that 
year. Much difficulty and loss were caused 
by the grounding of vessels in places through 
which they previously had passed without 
trouble, and the gravest fears were enter- 
tained for the lake navigation cf the future 
unless some radical improvement were effect- 
ed speedily. This fact gave great interest to 
the proceedings of the deep waterways con- 
ventions held in Grand Forks and St. Paul. 
Since then the level has risen somewhat, but 
the agitation continues, and as it now is 
known that the rise and fall are periodical, 
depending on the rainfall in the lake basin, it 
is desired to provide against the next mini- 
mum and make it possible for it to be passed 
through by vessels of deeper draft than any 
now on the lakes. 

There still remains the old difficulty about 
the nationality of the route, and probably a 
good many of the delegates from the United 
States will be in favor of a canal on Ameri- 
can eoil around the Falls of Niagara instead 
of enlarging the Welland. Engineer Cooley 
is quoted as saying the American route would 
be much the better of the two and could be 
constructed for about 23 million dollars. If 
this were done and the Georgian Bay Canal 
omitted the water route from the great in- 
terior would lie between the two countries 
except that part of it which is in the St. Law- 
rence from a few miles above Montreal. It 
is pointed out that the treaty of Washington 
declares that the use of the St. Lawrence 1s 
conceied’ to the United States forever and 
that the Canadian canals can be made inter- 
national property, they having been con- 
structed for commercial purposes alone, 
which purposes are common to both nations. 


THE BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY. 

The latest published table of bank clearings 
for the principal business centers in the 
United States shows a healthy gain for last 
week as compared with the corresponding 
time last year. The increase is 7.8 per cent 
for all, or 15.1 per cent for all except New 
York City. The difference between these two 
figures is due to the fact that an increase of 
only 2 per cent is recorded for New York, 
while much of that relative backwardness 
arises from the circumstance that within the 
last twelve months the men on Manhattan 
Island who deal in stocks have changed their 
methods, the result being a great decrease in 
the clearings for the same amount of busi- 
ness. Probably an adjustment taking into 
account the change would showa gain of 10 
or 12 per cent for the business of the whole 
country as compared with a year ago. 

This corresponds with statements made by 
many leading business-men in Chicago, the 
results of interviews with whom were pub- 
lished in Tus Tao of Saturday. All of 
them agree in the view that trade has revived 
toa marked extent and that the prospects 
for the fall season are fairly good. The pas- 
sage of the tariff bill, however, will prove a 
bad thing for the workers in many industrial 
linez, and no amount of briskness in trade 
now can make amends for the depression of 
the many months during which merchants 
and manufacturers were hampered by fears 
and distressed by a paucity of orders for 
goods, the fear and hesitation being a conse- 
quence of the uncertainty as to how much of 
the alleged tariff reform would be car- 
ried out by the Democrats in power. But 
business-men now areable to count with some 
approximation to exactness on the changes in 
prices that will be necessary to meet the ney 
conditions, and they are acting according! y. 
while many retail buyers are taking hold 
more willingly at the reductions offered. As 
stocks of goods in the hands of retailers were 
kept low pending the uncertainty, and the 
tendency now will be to fill up to nearly nor 
mal dimensions, there is room to hope for a 
fair amount of trade in many lines during the 
fail and winter, though it cannot be deemed 
likely that the country soon will witness a re- 
turn to the prosperous activity which was so 
disastrously broken up by the advent of the 
Democrats to power. 

it may be regatded as probable that interior 
buyers will take hold rather sparingly of 
goods, except those on which they waited to 


| see prices get down to bed rock, and allowed 


themselves to run bare in the meantime. The 
wheat crop is a fair one in volume, in fact 
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are not likely to compensate the farmer for the 
paucity of his drop. These two sets of condi- 
tions do not promise well for profitable man- 
agement of the carrying properties. They 
point to but a moderate amount of transporta- 
tion patronage and perhabs may be accepted 
as indications of low freight rates, those 


often coming as a consequence of intense 


competition for a small amount of business. 

In making comparisons with 1892 it should 
not be forgotten that prices are lower per 
yard and pound on the average than they 
were two years ago. Allowance should be 
made for this when the business is stated in 
its price totals, Probably a correct massing 
of tigures with reference to this point would 
show that the volume of goods-now being 
handled is not far from equal to that in tne 
first half of September, 1892, perhaps a little 
greater in merchandise on account of the rush 
of buyers to fill up depleted stocks, It may 
be expected that when this fill ing up is accom- 
plished business will be relatively quiet, be- 
cause the buying ability of the people has 
been greatly diminished by the hard times of 
the last eighteen months. 


WHY JONES SECEDED, , 

A dispatch from Carson City to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial.Gazette explains the true iu - 
wardness of Senator Jones' recent secession 
from the Republicar to the Populist party, 
and the explanation confirms the recent claim 
of Taz Cuicaco Targus that Jones would 
not have left the party hed he not feared that 
he was in danger of losing his seat in the Sen- 
ate. 

According to the dispatch above referred to 
wher Jones wrote his letter Aug. 20 he knew 
that the silver party was to have a convention 
in Carson City Sept. 4 and that his letter 
would reach Republican headquarters on the 
day that convention met. He also knew that 
that convention would renominate Mr. New- 
lands for the House of Representatives and 
that it was on the program for Newlands two 
years hence to makea fight for the Senate 
and hence that he (Jones) must back out. of 
the Republican party and stay not on the 
order of his backing if he were to escape the 
menacing avalanche, The dispatch says upon 
this point: 

The result of this brilliant move gained Jones 
a large following in the silver party and a re- 
election to the Senate two years hence is thought 
to be the material reward expected. For several 
days it had been announ that Mr. Newlands 
had left the silver party for the Republican, and 
it is thought by many that Senator Jones would 
never have given out his letter of withdrawal 
had he not been advised that Newlands was to be 
renominated to Congress and thus be retained in 
the silver party. Whether Mr. Jonés can make 
his peace with Mr, Newlands and return to the 
Senate two years hence in case the silver party 
elects the next Legisiature remains to be seen, 
but this much is assured, Mr. Jones never would 
have left the Republican party had he not feared 
for his seat in the Senate. 

This confirms what Taz Trieuns recently 

asserted—namely: that Jones was actuated 
purely by political reasons in leaving the Re- 
publican party and that it was not so much 
love for silver or opposition to the party’s 
antipathy to free coinage that led him to take 
the step asjit was greed for political honors. 
Meanwhile the Republican State Central com- 
mittee has taken him at his word and has sent 
hima letter calling upon him to resign his 
seat in the Senate. The committee reminds 
him that he was elected to the Senate as a Re- 
publican by the Republican party, and that 
the party is entitled to representation for the 
full term of six years from March 4, 1891. 
The committee adds: As you now announce 
that you can no longer act with the party that 
elected you, every consideration of propriety 
and delicacy requires you to resign. In the 
name of the Republican party of Nevada we 
respectfully request you to doso.’’ The let- 
ter of the committee is entirely appropriate, 
but there need be no apprehension felt that 
Senator Jones will give up his seat inthe Sen- 
ate, though he does not represent the popula- 
tion of an average Illinois county, or that he 
will not continue to the end of his term a 
Populist in a seat that belongs to Republicans 
from the political point of view. Jones has 
few ideas of propriety or delicacy.- He is not 
a sensitive soul when political advantage is at 
stake. 


WHERE DOES THE PRODUCER COME IN? 
The Democrats have set their experts at 
work figuring out how much each consumer 
will gain by reason of the reduced prices of 
foreign goods ana of the domestic goods 
which compete with them. The skilled 
mathematicians of the Democracy say that on 
one tariff schedule alone there will be a low- 
ering of prices equivalent to $3 per head for 
each man, woman, and child in the United 
States. By the time they get through their 
computations they may assert that domestic 
products have been forced down so low by the 
sharper competition with foreign cheap labor 
caused by their tariff law that there will be a 
gain of $7 or $8 per head for consumers. 

Unfortunately for the Democrats there are 
few voters who are not producers as well as 
consumers, If they could not produce they 
would not consume, If they earned no wages 
they could buy no commodities, no matter 
how cheap they might be. Therefore they 
will want to know how the new tariff helps 
them as producers. On that point the Demo- 
cratic experts and speakers have said nothing, 
and they will say nothing. Prior to the elec. 
tion of 1892 they told the consumers that they 
should be benefited, and told the producers 
that they should not be harmed. Then, hav- ~ 
ing elected their candidates, they proceeded 
to legislate with their eyes fixed on the con- 
sumer, and paid no attention at all to the pro- 
ducer. 

When the Democrats set in to tell what 
they have done for the former the Republic. 
ans will call attention to what Democratic 
legislation has done for the latter. The Repub- 
licans will ask a producer-voter who has four 
persons to feed, clothe, and sheiter how much 
he is the net gainer by a tariff bill which it is 
claimed will take from $28 to $32 off his 
yearly expenses, but at the same time unques- 
tionably takes a hundred dollars off his year- 
ly earnings. 

If this voter has had a little training in 
mental arithmetic it will not take him long to 
see that he is out from $72 to $68 under the 
new dispensation and that, while goods have 
failen somewhat, his ability to buy them has 
fallen more, When he has finished his cipher- 
ing the chances are that he will not be wild 
with enthusiasm to go to the polls and vote 
for a Democratic candidate for Congress who, 
if elected, willdo all that is in hie power to 
help this voter a little more as a consumer 
and hurt him a great deal more as a producer 
—to take $3 off his expenses 2 830 more 
off his wages. 

The Republican theory is take care of the 
producer and the consumer will be taken 
care of by him.“ Give the bread-earner of 
the family good wages and he will take care 
of those who are dependent on him. Cut 
down his wages and he and his family may 
suffer in he midst of cheapness, as Tantalus 
thirsted in midstream. All the Democrats 
think of is cheap goods for consumers. They 
never stop to ask how the consumer is to get 
those cheap goods if he or she has not a pro- 
ducer to furnish the money to buy the goods, 

The Democrats say they have reduced the 
expenses of the people. They “point with 
pride to the fact that they have cheapened 
this article a littie and another article a little. 
But they say pot a word about the compulsory 
reduction they have made in the expenses of 


the people by iessening their incomes. They 
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y say they have ‘made woolen cloth cheaper. 
But they have lessened the number of yards. 
of woolen cloth which a man can buy with a 
day’s wages. They have cut down the ex- 
changeable value of a day’s labor, and then 
brag of what they have done for the consum- 
ers who have to live off the product of that 
day’s la bor. 

The Democrats will have much to say of 
cheap goods. The Republicans will hold up 
the other side of the shield—cheaper wages— 
and ask the producers whether they will vot. 
for those two things in November after about 
‘eighteen months’ experience of them. 


BRECKINRIDGE’S THREAT 07 r CONTEST. 

The declaration of Breckinridge that he 
will contest the nomination of Owens is only 
a, bluff. His whine that he was beaten by 
fraud will avail him nothing. Even if he 
should succeed in stealing the nomination it 
would be of no advantage to him, for then in 
a contest before the people he would be 
beaten and a Republican would get his deat. 
The President of the Owens club at Lexing- 
ton is right when he says: “If the commit- 
tee should take the nomination away from 
Owens and give it to Breckinridge then you 
will see a Republican Representative from 
this district.“ As it is, Breckinridge is in 
nearly a minority of 4,000 of his own con- 
stituents, Should he steal the nomination 
from Owens either Owens would run inde. 
pendent or the Owens and Settle men would 
give their votes to Henry Clay McDowell.

He 
should be content with having sacrificed his 
own honor, with having diegraced his dis- 
trict, with having embarrassed his own 
friends needlessly, and with having set the 
disgusting precedent that morality has noth- 
ing to do with politics.

PEARY EXPEDITION SUFFERS PRIVA- 
“TIONS BEFORE RESOUE, 


Tidal Wave Carries Away the Stock of 
Petroleum Which Was Meant for Fuel « 
Members of the Party Are Quartered 
with the Natives and Their Old Habita- 
tion Is Burned as FueleFace to Face 
with Native Food When the Falcon 
Arrives, 


Sr. Jouns, N. F., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
The inner history of the Peary expedition is 
coming to light. Tun Trreune correspon d- 
ent has investigated rumors more or less 
definite concerning hardships and mishaps 
and finds that the members of the expedition 
endured great privations. They actually were 
compelled to eat walrus fat and burn part of 
their houses tor fuel. A tidal wave ia Falcon 
Harbor last October swept away a large part 
of Peary’s stock of petroleum oil, which he 
intended to use for fuel. Anniversary Lodge, 


the house in which the party wintered; was 


totally unfit for habitation. 

After returning from his journey over the 
ice cap, Lieut, Peary announced his intention 
of remaining in Greenland another year. He 
had cached a large stock of provisions on the 
inland ice 135 miles from headquar- 
ters and this diminished the quantity 
available at camp for the sustenance of 
the fourteen persons who composed the éxpe- 
dition. When spring opened things 
became more serious, The weather contin- 
ued unusually cold, and the ice in the bay 
showed no sign of breaking up. Provisions 
N eked out with rations of walrus and seal 
at. 

July passed and the unbroken sheet of ice 
greeted them daily far as the eye could reach. 
Toilsome, perilous journeys were made to the 
top of the steep cliffs surrounding the harbor 
and the horizon was eagerly scanned for sight 
of the Falcon. But it came not, The un- 
broken ice barrier was there and doubt 
changed to apprehension. Arrangements were 
made to have a native family take one each 
of the members of the expedition and house 
and feed him during the next winter. The 
lodge was abandoned, as was no fuel, 
and was partly dismantled to cook the daily 
food of the party. The prospects which faced 
these fourteen white beings, including a year- 
old child, were scarcely better than those of 
the ill-fated Greely expedition ten years be- 
— Everything pointed to a grewsome 
en ing. 

Lieut. Peary wae waiting at Falcon Harbor 
anxiously for the arrival of the relief ship. 
Provisions were one scarce, One of the 
party says there was only a fortnight’s sup- 
ply left, though others think there was 
enough to last a month. However that may 
be the explorers were forced to eat walrus. 
A good supply was caught on the inland 
ice, but ut. Peary would not allow 
it to be used unless actually necessary. Even 
this would have lasted two or at most three 
months. Had the Falcon failed to reach 
them all of Lieut. Peary’s party would have 
been compelled to live in 13 huts 
subsiet on E-quimau food all winter. 

“Such a fate would have been a — 
death.“ said one of the members. I woul 
pe not to be questioned as to what would 

ave happened; the thought of it makes 
me shudder. One thmg I am resolved on, 
I will never face the arctic regions again 
unless with five years’ provisions, so as 
cope with any emergency. We were sup- 
posed to have equipments and supplies for 
two years and if the Falcon had not reached 
us it would have been a serious matter. 

There were other causes of dissatisfaction 
besides those above outlined. Some assert that 
various promises of Peary were not kept. All 
talked with emphatically say they will not go 
north on the relief expedition.
